The as- 
sociation has enlisted the interest and 
cooperation of many of our leading 
citizens in Wis great work and has 
received the personal assistance of a 
score or more of university men who 
teach classes and conduct reading 
cireles aimong the men in the camps.

In adopting Reciprocity with the 
United States, Canada would enter 


into an unequal and unfair 
‘tion in farm labor. Senator Stone of 
| Missouri, spoke at Washington the 
other day on this phase of the agree 
ment, and showed that farm labor 
was cheaper in the States than in 
Canada. The Brooklyn Times, com- 
menting on this speech as follows, 
shows how foolish it would be for 
the Canuck to try to compete with 
cheap Yankee labor 


competl- 


“It has n generally assumed that 
farm Wages paid on the American 
jside of the line were higher than 


those paid in Canada, and that there- 
fore the advantages of free entry for 
Canadian farm products conceded by 
the proposed reciprocal agreement 
meant a decided advantage to the 
Canadian farmer at the expense of 
his American competitor. But,  ac- 
cording to Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who in his speech quoted liberally 
from American official figures, the 
boot is on the other leg. The Mis- 
souri Senator demonstrated that the 
Canadian farmers really pay more 
for their farm labor than we pay on 
the United States side of the line, 
and that if anybody has cause to 
fear disaster from reciprocity it is 
the Canadian and not the American 
It is the Canuck who has cause to 
dread the competition of cheap Yan- 
labor, and not the bloated pluto- 
erat of American farms.”

THE NAVAL STATUS OF THE 
DOMINION IS DEFINED 


Navy of Canada Will Be Under the 
Control of Parliament, and the 


Training Will Be Generally Uni- 

form With That of the Imperial 

Navy—Colonial Officers Will Be 

Under Contro! of Admiralty in In- 

ternational Afiairs. 

Ottawa.—In the house, Sir Wilfrid 
Tgurier read a cable from the colonial 
secretary in repy to one sent by Earl 
Grey acceding to his request that the 
Canadian government be allowed to 
make public the report of the confer-) 
ence between Canada, Australia and 
the British admiralty on naval de- 
fence. The report defines the naval 
status of the Dominion, The chief 
features of the agreement were that 
the navies of Canada and Australia 
will be exelusively under the control 
of their respective governments, that 
the training will be generally uniform 
with that of the Imperial navy. 

In defining the naval stations Can- 
ada is given the North Atlantic and! 
part of the North Pacific. The Aus- 
tralian station will be across the 
South Pacific and extends to the Ant- 
arctic circle. "

LESSON VI.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR AUG. 6, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxvi, 7-19. 
Memory Verse, 13, 14—Golden 
Text, Ps. xxvii, !—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Jeremiah was a faithful messenger 
of the Lord God of Israel and coveted 
only the approval of Him who sent 
him. He was therefore hated by the 
false prophets and by all whe would 
not submit to God. The Lord told him 
that it would be when He called 
him to be a prophet and said: ‘Speak 
unto them all that 1 command thee; 
be not dismayed at their faces. They 
shall fight against thee, but they shall 
not prevail agairist thee, for 1 am with 
thee, saith the Lord, to deliver thee 
(Jer. i, 17, 19; xv, 20) 

After he had been eighteen years a 
prophet (compare Jer. i, 2; 11 Chron 
xxxiv, 1) and Jehoiahim was now 
king, his brother Jehoahaz having 
reigned only three months (II Chron 
xxxvi, 1-4), the word of the Lord came 
wain to Jeremiah saying, “Speak all 


so 


the words that I command thee to 
speak unto them; diminish not a 
word” (Jer. xxvi, 2). Because of Jere- 


miah’s faithfulness in delivering the 
Lord’s message against the city and 
the temple the priests and the proph 
ets took him and gathered the people 


against him to put him to death 
(verses 7-11). The reason of their 
iatred is seen in the description given 
f them in previous chapters vA 
wonderful and horrible thing is com 
mitted in the land—the — prophets 


prophesy falsely, and the priests bear 
rule by their means, and My people 
love to have it so ‘Every one, from 
the least even unto the greatest, 
given to covetousness; from 
prophet even unto the — priest, 
every one dealeth falsely.” “Both 
prophet and priest are profane; yea, 
in My house have I found their wick- 
<dness, saith the Lord’ (Jer. v, 30, 31; 
viii, 10; xxiii, 11). See the same state 
of affairs described Isa. xxix, 15; 
XXX, 9-15, 

With such an alliance 
the part of the people and their 
teachers we cannot wonder at their 
persecution of such a man of God as 
Jeremiah. It has always been so, and 
the Lord Jesus when on earth said 
that it would be throughout this 
age also (Matt. x, 16-18; John xv, 1 
21; xvi, 1-3). We cannot be faithful 
to God and on good terms with the 
world, lying in the wicked one. Baek 
of all persecutors of the people of God 
we must see the great perseevtor and 
lestroyer, the father of lies 

In verses 12 to 15 we have Jeremiah’s 
jefence, and his only plea is, “Of 
a truth the Lord hath sent me unto 
you to speak all these words in your 
ears.” He did not fail to exhort them 
to amend their ways and their doings 
and to obey the voice of the Lord their 
God, and then he added, do what you 
please with me, but know that if you 
kill me you will kill an innocent man. 

The princes and the people then took 
Jeremiah'’s part against the priests 
ind the prophets because he had spo- 
ken in the name of the Lord their 
God, and they recall the fact that in 
the days of Hezekiah the Prophet 
Micah was a faithful witness for the 
Lord of hosts against Jerusalem, but 
that Hezekiah, instead of killing him, 
repented before the Lord, and the 
Lord kept back the evil which other- 
wise would have come upon them, 
Micah told them plainly that they 
judged for reward, taught for hire and 
divined for money, yet professed to 
lean upon the Lord (Mie. iii, 1). 
Hezekiah knew this to be all true, and 
ne humbled himself before God and 
repented. 

The last part of our lesson chapter 
tells of another true man of God who 
prohesied as Jeremiah did, and when 
Jehoiakim sought to kill him he fled 
into Egypt, but the king had him 
brought back out of Egypt and put to 
leath. The difference in the fate of 
these two men makes think of 
James, the brother of whom

| Herod killed with the sword, and Pe- 


ter, Who was saved from a similar fate 
by an angel (Acts xii). It is always a 
gain for a true child of God to die, 
but it is sometimes better for the peo- 
ple of God on the earth and for sin- 
ners who may throngh them be saved 
to continue yet awhile here (Phil. i, 
20-26). 

Jeremiah was a prophet of the Lord 
for forty years until Judah was fully 
carried captive in the days of Zedeki- 
ah, and he seems to have had to con- 
tend with lying prophets all the way 
through, to one of whom the Lord told 
him to say, “This year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught rebellion 
against the Lord.” So he died that 
same year (chapter xxviii, 15-17). We 
ean always safely leave ourselves in 
the hands of the Lord, but we cannot 
do otherwise than believe and obey 
Him.
